Senator William H. King, ranking 
Democratic member of the District of 
Columbia committee of the Senate, 
member of the Senate finance and 
judiciary committees and a staunch 
advocate of prohibition law enforce- 
ment, yesterday took steps to warn the 
Citizens Service Association, of this 
city that their activities in giving vol- 
untary service to the authorities are 
likely to be harmful and may be con- 
trary to law. An investigation by the 
District of Columbia committee looms 
in the offing if the difficulties which 
Senator King foresees in connection 
with the association’s campaign are 
made questions of issue. 

The warning which is coupled with 
Senator King’s statement is given in 
the most friendly spirit, and the sena- 


tor commends the “fine patriotic men | 
and women” who find it difficult to sit | 


idly by and see a constant mockery 
But the remedy which the volunteer 
organization is endeavoring to apply 
contains such serious dangers to the 
fundamental Anglo-Saxon spirit of ju- 
risprudence and so conflicts with the 
basic law of the United States that 
the senator from Utah believes an 
abrupt halt should be called on the 
organization’s present campaign 

Officials Can Not Accept Service. 

Furthermore, officials who accept 
volunteer service by the organization 
are included in the warning, and there 
are indications that these officials are 
intimately concérned with the legal 
aspects of the situation and will be 
held to strict account by the Congress, 
especially in case the organization's 
“voluntary service” is interpreted on 
the basis of facts divulged to come 
within a specific United States statute, 
found on page 1019 of the. “Code of 
Laws of the United States of America, 
in force December 6, 1926.” 

Under title 31, Money and Finance, 
appears section 665, dealing with vol- 
untary service to the Government. It 
states “Nor shall any department or 
any officer.of the Government accept 
voluntary service for the Government

s Meeting Rejects, 37 to 23, Resolution to Commend 
Act—Decision Reached Not to Be Too Hasty. 


ad in Vain. 


After debating for more than an 
hour, representatives of virtually every 
Jewish congregation and organization 
in Washington at a mass meeting in 
the Ohev Sholem Synagogue last night 
refused to adopt a resolution com- 
mending Henry Ford for repudiating 
the statements which appeared in the 
Dearborn Indiependent, his official 
mouthpiece, during its seven-year fight 
against the Jews. Consideration of the 
resolution was indefinitely postponed 
by a vote of 37 to 23. 

This was the first time that the 
quetsion of forgiving Ford has offi- 
cially been placed before any body of 
Jews in this country, so far as is 
known. The sentiment of the greater 
number at the meeting last night was 
to delay action until they had had 
time to observe Ford’s actions in the 
near future and not to be “too hasty 
in accepting his apology.” 

The resolution, which was introduced 
by Harry Carroll, president of the com- 
bined Orthodox Jewish congregations 
and organizations in this city, under 
whose auspices the mass meeting was 


held, urged that Ford be “commended 
for the time, trouble and expense in- 
curred by him in ascertaining the 
truth about the Jewish race and for 
trying, by his last public statement to 
repair the injury already done to a 
much-libeled race.” 

Rabbi J. T. Loeb, of the Ohev Sholem 
Synagogue, delivered the first address 
urging the adoption of the resolution. 
He declared that the Jews all over the 
world are rejoicing to learn that the 
sneering and despicable attack of the 
Dearborn Independent had ceased. 

Expressing the belief that Henry Ford 
may have been conscious-stricken by 
the untrue statements which appeared 
in the Independent, Rabbi Loeb point- 
ed out that the repudiation of the 
statements may only be the start of 
what the automobile king is planning 
to do for the Jews. He could aid the 
Jewish race greatly, Loeb said, by help- 
ing the opressed Jews in foreign coun- 
tries. 

Urging the Jews to accept Ford’s

GONVOKES PLENARY

Public Meeting Called at 
British Request to 
Sum Situation. 


JAPAN AGAIN INSISTS 
UPON CRUISER LIMIT 


Unwilling to Accept English 
Figures; Gibson Denies 
Demand by America. 


Geneva, July 13 (A.P.).—The tri- 
partite maval conference is still wob- 
bling along, but has achieved nothing 
definite on the grave issue revolving 
about cruisers. 

Presumably the moment is fast ap- 
proaching when either some solution 
must be discovered or the delegates 
must separate to permit further refiec- 
tion. Nevertheless, a plenary session 
has been convoked for 3 o’clock tomor- 
row afternoon to permit of a summing 
up of the situation as far as it has 
gone. 

The principal delegates have gone 
over the same problem in the same 
atmosphere so often that today it was 
decided to foregather in a villa just 
outside Geneva. The hope was ex- 
pressed that the new environment 
would inspire new remedies. However, 
a long exchange of views, characterized 
by both frankness and courtesy, failed 
to result in any progress, according to 
reliable information. 


Japan Against Increase. 


On behalf of the Japanese delegation, 
Viscount Ishii made perfectly clear 
Japan’s determination not to accept a 
high level for cruiser tonnage. In do- 
ing so, however, he followed the Jap- 
anese tradition of Cloaking difficult 
things in polite phrases. 

Hugh Gibson, chief American dele- 
gate, and Viscount Cecil of Chelwood, 
of the British contingent, had a long 
talk over the cruiser problem. It is 
understood that they frankly recog- 
mize the difficulties of each other's 
positions. 

After agreeing to convoke a plenary 
session, the meeting adjourned with 
Japan in a position of opposition to a 
high cruiser limitation, even if such 
were accepted by Great Britain and the 
United States.

Accompanied by Donald E. Keyhoe, 
of the aeronautics branch, who will act 
as Col. Lindbergh’s aide and business

FUNERAL IS _ IMPOSING 


Dublin, Ireland, July 13 (AP.).— 
Dublin was a city of hushed silence to- 
day as the body of Kevin O’Higgins, 
assassinated vice president of the Free 
State council, passed through the 
Streets lined with great crowds of 
mourners. 

The body was taken from St. An- 
drew’s Church, where a requiem mass 
was celebrated, and was then carried 
to Glasnevin Cemetery. Women wept 
as the body passed by and scores 
fainted from emotion and the heat of 
the day. 

It was estimated that 500,000 Irish 
people, paying their last tribute to 
their stricken vice president, watched 
the draped gun-carriage which car- 
ried the body through the streets. 

The music and funeral marches of 
the bands in the procession added a 
solemn note and brought tears to the 
eyes of many of the spectators. 

The gun carriage, upon which the 
body was carried, was preceded by a 
squadron of cavalry and was followed 
by the chief mourners. Gov. Gen. 
Timothy Healty followed in a motor 
car, while all the members of both 
houses of parliament marched afoot. 

Twelve large lorries, filled with 
wreaths, were in the procession. : 

Next came the 
foreign nations, including Charles H. 
Hathaway, American consul at Dublin, 
who was delegated by Washington to 
represent the United States Govern- 
ment. 

A notable feature was a large con- 
tingent of British former service’ men 
wearing medals won in the World War 
in which Mr. O'Higgins’ brother fell. 
There also was a contingent of black- 
shirted Italian fascisti.

prisonment for murder in 1925. It 
was understood Remy was not satis- 
fied with what had happened since his 
talk a week ago with Stephenson and 
was after something more tangible.

Checks to Governor's Chauffeurs. 


Notations accompanying the bank 
checks were intended to show that the 
expenditures were made in behalf of 
Gov.

Several were 
drawn in favor of Howard Bennett and 
William Danner, chauffeurs for Ste- 
phenson, during the 1924 campaign. 
They drove Gov. Jackson about the 
State in an automobile owned by Ste- 
phenson. 

Two checks to Danner, dated April 
8, 1924, and February 25, 1924, for 
$75.49 and $117.40, respectively, were 
to be used to pay Ed Jackson’s expenses 
and those of the chauffeur while tour- 
ing the State, according to a notation. 

Another check for $600 was made out 
to W. H. Jackson, a negro politician in 
Indianapolis. Jackson today said it 
was used for advertising space in Gov. 
Jackson’s behalf in the Indianapolis 
Ledger, a negro publication. 

Two other checks were made pay- 
able to William Boyer, formerly asso- 
ciated with Stephenson and later a 
State policeman. They totaled $500, 
which was alleged to have been spent in 
arranging Jackson meetings. 

Persons who have followed the Ste- 
phenson charges closely have failed to 
see where the documents will be avail- 
able as a basis for legal action, because 
no criminal action is shown.

REV. E. B. POLLARD, 62, 


DIES; WAS EDUCATOR | 


Noted Baptist Was Once a 
Member of Columbian 


University Faculty. 


The Rev. Edward Bagby Pollard, 62 
years old, who once was a member of 
the faculty of Columbian University, 
now George Washington, and who was 
one of the best known Baptist educa- 
tors in the country, died yesterday in 
his home in Chester, Pa. He had been 


a professor at the Crozer Theological | 


Seminary for 21 years. 

Born at Stevensville, Va., the son of 
the Rev. and Mrs. John Pollard, he early 
began to study for the ministry. He 
was graduated fiom Richmond College, 
the Southern Baptist Theological Semi- 
nary, Yale, and the University of Ber- 
lin. He married Miss Emily Tufton Ma- 
son, of this city, in 1895. He was or- 
dained a Baptist minister in 1890, serv- 
ing in New Haven, Conn.; Roanoke, Va.; 
Washington, and in Georgetown, Ky., 
where he was professor in Georgetown 
College. 

Dr. Pollard was well known for his 
modernist beliefs and writings. He was 
a contributor to several religious publi- 
cations and for several years was editor 
of Service. He was in Washington about 
two months ago to attend services at 
Calvary Baptist Church. 


C.W. Huntington Dies; | 
Retired Rail Executive 


Elizabeth, N. J., July 13 (A.P.).— | 
Clarence W. Huntington, 71, retired | 
president of the Virginia Railroad, died | 
at his home here last night. 

Born in Newark, N. J., Mr. Hunting- 
ton spent his boyhood on a farm in 
Iowa. At the age of 19 he went to 
work as a brakeman on the Rock Island 
Railroad. He became president of the 
Virginia Railroad in 1917 and retired in 
1925. 

Mr. Huntington was considered an 
authority on transportation matters 
and frequently was called into Federal 
conferences. He leaves his widow and 
three children.

Paris, July 13.—Former United States 
Senator Joseph Irwin France, of Mary- 
land, was married to Mme. Tatiana 
Viadimirovna Dechtereva, daughter of a 


former member of the Russian court 
of appeals at Moscow, at the Russian 
Orthodox Church here this afternoon. 
The ceremony was followed by a wed- 
ding supper in the bride’s apartment 
in the Boulevard Murat. 

Mrs. France is a daughter of Vladimir 
Dechtereva, and her mother is a daugh- 
ter of Nicholas Rostovsky, a Russian 
nobleman and friend of the late Count 
Leo Tolstoy. 

The bride wore a white silk gown, a 
train of silk and lace and a tulle veil. 
She has been living in England, Italy 
and Paris since leaving Russia. 


Former Senator France served as 
senator from Maryland from 1917 to 
1923. He was a candidate for reelec- 
tion, but was defeated. He is president 
of the Republic International Corpora- 
tion of New York. He is 54 years old. 
He was graduated from Hamliton 
College, Clinton, N. Y.; the University 
of Leipzig, Clark University and the 
College of Physicians dnd Surgeons 
in Baltimore. He married Miss Evelyn 
S. Tome, .of Port Deposit, Md., in 1903. 
She died last April. He practiced 
medicine in Baltimore and was a 
member of the Maryland Senate from 
1905 to 1909 and a delegate to the 
Republican National Convention in 
1908. 

Senator France went to Russia in 
1921 to study conditions there. While 
there he obtained the release from 
prison of Marguerite E. Harrison, 34 
newspaper woman, and brought her 
back to America. He is a trustee of 
Hamilton College, a member of Theta 
Delta Chi Fraternity, the Masons, Elks 
and Moose organizations, a fellow of 
the American Medical Association and 
a member of the Union League Press

Selma Larsen Bennett were found 
hacked in pieces and stuffed in ash 
cans and sewers in the basement of the 
house at 28 Prospect place, where Lee 
was janitor. 

The district attorney in Brooklyn 
continued preparation of evidence for 
presentation to the grand jury tomor- 
row, Lee meanwhile maintaining that 
he did not kill the women and that he 
knew nothing of how they met death. 
Experts continued examination of 
Strands of black hair found in Mrs. 
Bennett’s hand in an effort to deter- 
mine if they were from Lee’s head. 

A cablegram from Oslo, Norway, in 
answer to a request from the New 
York Norwegian newspaper, Nordisk 
Tidende, for an investigation into Lee’s 
record in Norway said acquaintances 
gave him “the best of recommenda- 
tions.” ; 

The chief of police of Oslo said that 
Lee never had appeared in Norwegian 
police records.

Gingerbread. 


Add a half cup of boiling water to 
a cup of molasses. Mix and sift two 
and a fourth cups of flour, one tea- 
spoon of soda and oné and a half tea- 
spoons of ginger. Add a half teaspoon 
of salt. Combine the mixtures and add 
four tablespoons of melted butter and 
beat vigorously. Bake 30 minutes in a 
moderate oven. If this batter is baked 
in muffin pans the time required for 
baking will be slightly less long than 
if a large pan be used. 


Steak en Casserole. 


Take three-fourths of a pound of 
ground round steak, a half cup of rice 
(well washed), a quart can of to- 
Mmatoes, two medium-size potatoes, an 
onion, one-half cup of grated Amer- 
ican cheese and a handful of buttered 
bread crumbs. Put a layer of thinly 
sliced potatoes into the bottom of a 
casserole dish, a layer of onions, the 
steak and the rice mixed and pour over 
all the can of tomatoes. Sprinkle with 
the crumbs and bake with the cover 
on the casserole dish for two and a

half hours in a moderate oven. Re- 
move the cover and sprinkle with the 
cheese. Réturn uncovered to the oven 
and brown. 


Here also today is a recipe for 
thousand island dressing that may ap- 
peal to all of us, as it may be used 
with many salads during the summer 
months. 

Thousand Island Dressing. 


Combine and mix thoroughly one- 
half cup of mayonnaise dressing, A 
fourth cup of chili sauce, a fourth cup 
of India relish and one-half teaspoon 
of powdered sugar. If desired a half 
cup of cream may be beaten stiff and 
folded into the mixture just before it 
is placed on the salad. This adds ma- 
terially to the richness of the dressing, 
although it is in no way necessary to 
its success. 


We have, as nearly always, & num- 
ber of recipts that are waiting to be 
sént out through our column, and 
they follow now—at least as many fol- 
low as we shall be able to give today. 


Potatoes With Cheese (Mrs. H.). 


In a béttered baking dish place first 
a layer of raw potatoes thinly sliced 


and sprinkled with a few drops of 
onion juice, salt and pepper and a) 
scant teaspoon of flour. Cover this | 
material with a layer at least a third | 
of an inch thick of American cheese | 
that has been grated. Repeat until the 
dish is filled and bake an hour and 
a quarter in a moderate oven. The 
layer of potatoes should be from an 
inch to an inch and a half thick, to 
be in correct proportion to the thick 
layer of cheese. 


Date Torte. 


Put one cup of seeded dates and one 
cup of walnuts through the food 
grinder and add three eggs well beaten. 
Mix and then add one cup of sugar 
and four tablespoons of flour sifted 
with one level teaspoon of baking pow- 
der. Bake for 45 minutes in a round 
or square deep pie pan in a _ slow 
oven. It is better served the day after 
it is made. Cover with whipped cream 
and cut in pieces like a pie. 


Raised Hominy Muffins. 


Over one cup of cooked warm hom- 
iny, a fourth cup butter and three 
tablespoons of*sugar pour one cup of 
scalded milk; when lukewarm add a 
fourth yeast cake dissolved in a fourth 
cup lukewarm water and three and a 
fourth cups of flour that has been 
sifted. Cover well and let rise over 
night. In the morning cut down, fill 
buttered gem pans two-thirds full and 
let rise an hour. Then bake in a mod- 
erate oven. If the cooked hominy is 
not quite stiff when these muffins are 
constructed more flour than that 
specified will be required for the muf- 
fins.

Mme. Klepikoff to Die 
Under Soviet Decree 


Moscow, July 13 (A.P.).—Mme. Klepi- 
koff has been sentenced to death by a 
court-martial -at Kronstadt, on the 
charge of aiding her husband, Com- 
mander Klepikoff in espionage for 
Great Britain. Klepikoff, who formerly 
commanded a ship in the Baltic fleet, 
was executed by a firing squad recently 
after being found guilty of espionage. 
He was alleged to have confessed to 
giving a report to a British intelligence 
agent in Finland containing informa- 
tion on the condition of the Soviet 
armed forces, particularly the navy. | 

At the same trial, Mme. Klepikoff was 
sentenced to three years’ imprisonment 
for complicity, but the supreme court 
failed to confirm the sentence.

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WINDOW GLASS AND TARIFF. 


The continued depression of the currency 
of many European countries has a bad effect 
on the industries in this country which come 
into competition with similar industries 
abroad. 

A complaint against. existing conditions 
comes from the manufacturers of window 
glass, and especially from the factories and 
workers in the Pittsburgh district. The prin- 
cipal European states from which window 
glass is exported to the United States are Bel- 
gium, France and Czechoslovakia. The ad 
valorem duties assessed against all importa- 
tions are based upon the sale price in the 
country from which the goods are exported. 
If a purchase, sent to the United States from 
France, for instance, is billed as costing 1,000 
francs by the exporter, it really costs the im- 
porter less than $40, instead of $193 which 
that bill would have meant prior to the sum- 
mer of 1914. A 50 per cent duty thereon 
would be $20 instead of $96.50. 

European wages, while generally much 
higher than they were before the war,, have 
not been increased in the same ratio as those 
of similar workers on this side’of the ocean. 
Furthermore, wages in Europe are paid in 
European currency, so that even though the 
worker in France or Czechoslovakia receives 
a rate nominally twice &s high as that which 
he received for his labor in 1913, he is really 
receiving less than half of what he was paid 
in prewar years, based upon the American 
value of the currency of his country. 

This situation deprives the American tariff 
of its protective features, which were de- 
signed to extend to American labor. In such

The Federal Trade Commission says ‘‘You 
must,”’. and Adolph Zukor, the producer of 


movies, owner of theaters and general boss of 
| the films, says “I won’t.’’ 


That is the end of 
the first chapter of the contest between the 


, commission and the controlling force in the 


operation of more than 350 movie shows. 

The Federal Trade Commission has ordered 
the Paramount-Famous Players-Lasky Corpora- 
tion and the individuals who own that organi- 
zation to ‘‘cease and desist’”’ from the practice 
of “‘block-selling”’ the right to display on the 
screen the films which they control. Mr. 
Zukor, who is one of the owners and officia!s 
of the corporation says that the practice of 
“block booking” is the only activity of his 
organization that is disapproved and that his 
concern. has no monopoly in that method of 
selling its wares. He therefore hints very 
broadly that his organization will not obey 
the order until the courts shall have sustained 
the commission’s right to enforce it.

and wine making is still a flourishing industry. 

The arrest of 80,000 law violators, one in 
each 1,500 of the population of the United 
States, indicates quite clearly that the demon 
rum is being quite successfully scotched. He 


is bound to succumb eventually if the arrests | 
' can be brought up to the size of the population. 


LAW OF BLACKMAIL, 


New York district attorneys, of whom there 
more than half a dozen, are said to favor the 
English system of prohibiting the publication 
of names in blackmail cases. United States 
law contains no such provision, as a result of 
which it is said that thousands of victims of 
blackmail schemes make no attempt to prose- 


| cute their persecutors for fear of ruinous pub- 
| licity. 


Consequently, blackmail flourishes in 
the United States, whereas it has been prac- 
tically driven out of England. 

The British courts insist that the complain- 
ant make a full report of the case, including 
all names and addresses concerned. There- 
after, such information becomes privileged, 
and even though names may leak out, it con- 
stitutes contempt of court to publish them. 
Few blackmail cases are brought to the atten- 
tion of American courts, not because this form 
of extortion is not prevalent, but because, once 
he enters court, the complaining witness, par- 
ticularly if he be wealthy or socially prom- 
inent, can not avoid publicity. 

No crime deserves harsher treatment than 
that of blackmail, a fact recognized in the 
criminal code which imposes unusually stiff 
penalties for first offenders. Yet the practice 
is much more prevalent than generally sup- 
posed. American legislators might do worse 
than copy the British law. 


PETROLEUM'S DISCOVERY. 


Monday next, July 18, will mark the 300th 
anniversary of the discovery of miheral oil in 
America. The discoverer was a Franciscan 
monk, Joseph de la Roche D’Allion, and the 
anniversary of the date that he penned the 
letter to a friend in France, describing his 
find, is to be celebrated at the original oil 
spring of the Seneca Indians in Allegany 
County, N. Y. 

It was more than two centuries after 
D’Allion found surface oil that the value of 
the find was appreciated either by the Indiaus 
or white settlers. The Indians, it is true, 
valued the oil for its medicinal qualities, and 
even among the whites it had something of 
a vogue as a medicine. 

Father D’Allion was of an aristocratic fam- 
ily of France. He had his choice of the pro- 
fessions, but having seen an Indian child who 


| had been taken from Canada to France to be 


educated he gave up all worldly honors and 
decided to attempt to evangelize the Iadians 
of North America. For more than twenty 


‘years he lived among the Hurons of Canada 


and the Iroquois of New York, and it was 
while with the latter that his discovery was 


| made. 


It was within a few miles of the original 


| discovery of oil that the great Bradford field, 


in McKean County, Pa., was developed. This 
work led to the building of the great city of 
; wy 
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tanks, just below the City of Olean. The tanks, 
each of which holds upward of 50,000 barrels, 
have a combined capacity of many millions 
of barrels, and attract the attention of all 
passengers on the Buffalo division of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad. 

The bubbling oil spring discovered by 
Joseph D’Allion 300 years ago produced a few 
gallons of petroleum each day. The daily 
production in the United States 300 years 
later is approximately 2,400,000 barrels. 


THE PALESTINE EARTHQUAKE. 


The terrible earthquake in Palestine draws 
forth the world’s sympathies for the stricken 
population. Nablus, 30 miles north of Jeru- 
salem, and adjacent towns “appear like cities 
of the dead,” according to reports of eyewit- 


nesses. The survivors are encamped in the 
open, fearing other shocks, and all the com- 
munities affected are in need of immediate 
help in the way of food, shelter, clothing and 
medical attention. Jerusalem, while soundly 
shaken, seems to have escaped serious injury. 

The promptitude with which Americans 
come to the rescue in cases like this should 
be manifested now. The help that is given 
quickly is the help that counts most. An 
American committee should be organized 
without delay, to collect funds and to cooperate 
with the authorities of Palestine. It should 
never be said that a disaster occurring in the 
Holy Land had been ignored by Americans. 

450 dead bodies awaiting burial and 
thousands of homeless people in distress, it is 
necessary that relief work be senthian’ at

Next to the signboards that deface the 
landscape along the ‘“‘main traveled highways,”’ 
the rural mail boxes are the worst disfigure- 
ments.

n a. Moreover, the Canadian crop is 
very late, so much so as to increase 
sharply the dangers of early frost. 
Meanwhile reports of rapid harvesting 
of domestic winter wheat in the Cen- 
tral West were offset by word of dis- 
appointing yields in Illinois and In- 
diana. 

Announcement that Kansas City had 
sold 100,000 bushels of cash wheat to 
come to Chicago, making 250,000 bush- 
edls so far this week, acted somewhat 
as a bear influence here.

MOVES, WOKING 


PERIL OF TOPPLING 


Abutment Slides 1g Inch in 
Two Weeks, Howser, En- 
gineer Aid Discovers. 


SLIGHTEST SHOCK HELD 
LIKELY TO CAUSE CRASH 


Blast, Mile Away, 
Bring Collapse, It 


Is Feared. 


Might 


Movement of the south abutment of 
Chain Bridge now indicates danger of 
the wall toppling at any time, H. R. 
Howser, assistant bridge engineer, said 
yesterday. 

The abutment, on the Virginia side 
of the Potomac, has moved an eighth of 
an inch toward the center of the river 
since the last engineering inspection 
two weeks ago, he said. This move- 
ment, he explained, indicates a con- 
tinuation of the slow failure of the 


wall. The slightest shock—even the 
tremor following a dynamite blast 
where work is being done on the Dis- 
trict side a mile away—might result in 
a crash, he believes. 

The abutment is seamed with cracks 
and pitted with holes from which frag- 
ments of the granite wall have fallen, 

This movement was discovered by 
Mr. Howser yesterday just preceding an 
inspection of the structure at noon by 
Col. William B. Ladue, Engineer Com- 
missioner, and. his assistant, Capt. H. 
©. Whitehurst. 


Timber Barricades Erected. 


Barricades of heavy timbers have 
been erected at each end of the bridge 
to keep vehicles from crossing, and 
warning signs that the bridge is closed 


have been placed at all road inter- 
sections in the neighborhood by the 
Police Department. 

Detour of vehicular traffic to the 
Key Memorial Bridge created such 
additional congestion on Lee Highway, 
it was reported by Virginia residents 
working in the District, that 15 min- 
utes was added to the time necessary 
to reach the heart of Washington. 

Col. Ladue was shown the newly 
discovered fissures and he and Capt. 
Whitehurst expressed satisfaction that 
they had caused the closing of* the 
structure to vehicles. 

At one place in the base of the 
abutment the entire weight of the 
structure appears to be resting on one 
displaced iron dowel that may give 
Way at any moment. The engineers 
said that there probably were other 
points of stress over which the burden 
of holding the wall was distributed, but 
that failure at any of a few points 
might cause the mass of masonry to 
tumble into the river. 


Informal Discussion Held. 


An informal discussion of the con- 
dition of the wall and the steps neces- 
sary for repairs or replacement was 
held on the ground and David E. Mc- 
Comb, engineer of bridges. who has 
studied the Chain Bridge condition for 
many years, said: 

“The greatest trouble is that we know 
so little about the support afforded 
this wall and its back-fill. The whole 
thing rests on a foundation of bould- 
ers and there is no way of telling the 
individual strength of each boulder.” 

Representative R. Walton Moore, of 
Virginia, wrote Col. Ladue yesterday, 
acknowledging receipt of telegraphic 
information of the closing of the 
bridge and pledging aid in obtaining 
@ bill in Congress for replacement of 
the structure. 

A new bridge would cost $350,000, it 
is estimated, and it would be consider- 
ably more than a year before it could 
be completed, with the prospect that 
there would be no crossing of the river 
by vehicular traffic at that point 
throughout that period.

COL. HOF APPOINTED 
_ 10 ORDNANCE POST 


Secretary Davis Approves the 
Promotion to Rank of 
Brigadier General. 


Recommendation of Secretary of War 
Davis for appointment of Col. Samuel 
Hof as assistant to the chief of ord- 
nance, with the rank of brigadier gen- 
eral, succeeding Brig. Gen. John W. 
Joyes, whose appointment terminated 
yesterday, was approved by President 
Coolidge. 

Col. Hof was born in Wisconsin in 
1870, from which State he was ap- 
pointed to the United States Military 
Academy and was appointed to the 
Cavalry in 1894. After serving as an 
instructor in law and history and as 
adjutant at West Point, he served in 
the Spanish-American War. After duty 
as department ordnance officer at Ma- 
nila, he commanded Frankfort Ar- 
senal, Philadelphia, during the World 
War. 

He was acting chairman of the Ord- 
nance Department claims board, set- 
tling contracts for ordnance canceled 
because of the armistice, and later be- 
came chief of the department’s field 
service.

Dr. James Harris Rogers, Hyattsville 
inventor, whose patent on a system of 
wireless communication for submarines 
was set aside Monday by Judge Morris 
A. Soper in the United States District 
Court of Baltimore, will file an appeal 
as soon as Judge Soper signs the decree 
enforcing the decision, James E. Easby- 
Smith, attorney for Dr. Rogers, an- 
nounced yesterday. 

The suit was brought by John A. 
Willoughby and Percival D. Lowell, who 
perfected a similar device in coopera- 
tion with the United States Bureau of 
Standards. Mr. Easby-Smith declared 
the apparatus is the outgrowth of 
underground and underwater radio 
basic principals, patented by Dr. Rogers, 
and virtually given to the Government 
during the war period. Dr. Rogers, he 
said, aided them in the invention, 
which embodied his ideas.

“It is recommended that @ cost an 
assessment unit be established in t 
surface division under the immediat 
supervision of the office engineer. Th 
personnel of this unit should be com 
posed of a junior engnieer and one 
more assistants having some enginee 
ing experience.
